Oratory, ranging from religious 
appeals to traffic objections, filled 
City Council chambers Tuesday at 
a protest hearing for a use permit 
which would allow Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses to build a hall at Bay road 
and Carleton avenue.

Under the proposal by the con- 
gregation, the building would be 
constructed on a lot owned by 
their minister, Frank Hart. Fac- 
ing Bay road, the structure would 
seat 140 persons. The plan receiv- 
ed approval by the Menlo Park 


Planning Commission.

‘Out of Bounds 
Cabana Must 
Go, Owner Told 


Atherton planners Tuesday 
night told a resident who had 
built a playhouse and cabana too 
near the side and rear setback 
lines of his lot that he may lose 
his investment. 

The resident, Fred Watkins of

to issue a variance which would 


allow a  cabana-and - playhouse 


structure to remain.

Watkins put forward the appeal

Expressing the feeling that 
objections to the church’s pro- 
posal were based on more than 
traffic considerations, Hart said, 
“we were told we were undesir- 
able citizens.” 

He said he felt that many of the 
objections to his group were bas- 

ed on the idea that they would not 
fight for their country. Hart cited 
his war record which, he said, in- 
cluded directing artillery fire. 
GIVES FIGURES 
Robert L. Korte, assistant min- 
ister, presented traffic figures in 
answer to a previous survey which 
stated that 1000 cars passed the 
area in half an hour. “This is a 
distorted figure,” Korte said, “be- 
cause few of the cars came down 
the access roads.” 
“They (the objectors) are 
clutching at straws,” Korte said, 
then went on to ask whether a ra- 
cial issue wasn’t involved here 
since one-third of the congrega- 
tion is Negro. “It might go deeper 
than a parking problem,’ he 
added. 
After hearing several individu- 
al members of the audience ex- 
press pros and cons to the build- 
ing, Councilmen Iva Bonde and 
Charles Burgess asked that the 
City Engineer study the plot plan 
to see if objections to parking fa- 
cilities were valid and that the 
parking proposal was not in viola- 
tion of city ordinance. 

Councilmen Vaile Andrus and 
William Lawson said they were 
ready to deny the protest and 
approve the use permit, but 
went along “reluctantly” with 
the proposal to refer the matter 
to City Engineer Ed Smith. 

It was at this point that Smith 
walked into the meeting, causing 
considerable commotion from the 
spectators.

Entitled “You and Your Dog”, 
the brochure is the creation of 
Lucien Lacroix, pound master, 
| who wrote this pamphlet to show 
the work that is done by the pound 
department and to list the dog 
owner’s responsibilities. 

The introduction in the publi- 
cation tells of the work of the 
peund department which is part 
of the city government and en- 
forces state and city laws for reg- 
ulation and protection of animals 
and enforces payment of animal 
license fees.

City’s Auditors Term 
Books’ Shape Excellent

The certified public accounting 
firm of Pearson & Del Prete has 
completed the audit of the ac- 
counts of the City of Menlo Park 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1956. Among the comments were 
the following: 

“Internal control continues ex- 
cellent over general funds, water 
fund and recreation fund due in 
large part to the machine records 
maintained which agreed exactly 
with the City Accountant’s rec- 
ords. The City Accountant’s rec- 
ords were again found to be very 
accurate. 

“It appears that the city re- 
mains in a sound financial con- 
dition and is being operated in 
an efficient manner.” 

It is, of course, always gratify- 
ing to find such comments in the 
independent auditor’s report. 

The General Fund and subsidi- 

aries had a cash balance as of 
June 30, 1956, of $160,222. In ad- 
dition the audit reported that oth- 
er funds owed the General Fund 
a total of $109,386. 

Of this amount $32,647 is due 
from the 1956 Park and Library 
Bond Fund. We did not sell the 
$220,000 of bonds voted in Ap- 
ril of this year until July. Mean- 
while we have been able to ac- 
quire by negotiation much of 
the park land the purchase of 
which was to be financed by 
these bonds. 

The General Fund advanced the 
sums as needed, and is being re- 
from the proceeds of the 
sale of the bonds. 

Another $2111 of advances is to 
the Water Fund. For accounting 
convenience certain salaries which 
are partly chargeable to the Wa- 
ter Fund are paid monthly by the 
General Fund, with reimburse- 
ment made quarterly from Water 
Funds. The Water Department

end, so this is also a good account. 
The balance of the amounts 
due the General Fund, $744,628, 
is from nine special assessment 
funds. The greatest portion of 
this is collectible, but a small 
part is dubious. The background 
of the advances are as follows: 

The city has since its incorpor- 
ation considered that there is a 
general city benefit in the work 
that is done by special assessment, 
and has loaned the city’s credit to 
bonds issued for such projects in 
order that property owners may 
benefit from a reduction in inter- 
est rate by one per cent or more. 
It has also advanced money for 
preliminary plans in order to get 
projects to the hearing stage. 

When these projects fail to go 
through, or if after the final as- 
sessments are made unpredictible 
costs put the district in the red, 
the General Fund may be out rel- 
atively small sums. On the other 
hand, most projects after their 
bonds are paid out, end up with 
small surpluses, which ultimately 
revert to the General Fund. 

Of the receivables, $14,939 re- 
presents advances to three special 
assessment districts for storm 
drains. These deficiencies were 
due to underassessment by the ci- 
ty, because some of the mains 
were oversize to take care of fu- 
ture additions. It would not be 
equitable to assess property own- 
ers in the original district for the 
excess costs, and the city plans to 
recover these advances from the 
new drainage units when formed. 

One of these new units has 
cash available awaiting transfer 
while another is in the process 
of construction, and though it 
now owes the General Fund 
$16,171 because its bonds have 
not yet been sold, this advance 
plus its share of the other drain 
costs will be paid to the city. 

| The largest advance, $33,530, is 
to the district for parking on the 
; south side of Santa Cruz avenue. 
| Due to litigation expense the city 
| will probably not recover quite all 
this advance. Another $3225 re- 
presents another job on which 
| bonds have not yet been sold. This 
| should all be recoverable. 
| Costs of the second parking pla- 
|za are now completed, and the 
| $8504 advance will be collected. 
| This leaves two defunct projects 
| on which the city advanced $3259. 
These projects were protested out, 
and the advances are not recover- 
| able unless the projects are reviv- 
|ed. Surpluses in other assessment 
| funds, however, considerably ex- 
| ceed these losses. 
| Close to a million dollars of pub- 
lic improvements have been fi- 
|nanced by special assessment dur- 
ing the three decades of the city’s 
incorporation, most of it since 
| 1945, and the city policy with re- 
| spect to this finaneing has saved 
| property owners large sums in in- 
| terest which they would have had 
|to pay were it not for the city’s 
| guarantee,

Only Time Can Tell If Supervisors. 
Did Right With Woodside Boundary

CAN’T PLEASE ’EM ALL! 

The board of supervisors had it 
tough these past two weeks trying 
to be “fair’’ to everyone and yet 
make important decisions. First 
came the squabble over boundary 
lines for the proposed incorpora- 
tion of Woodside. 

Then followed the matter of two 
heated squabbles from the Coast- 
side, the 2500-acre hog farm near 
San Gregorio and the new $500,000 
shopping center near Half Moon 
Bay. 

We can imagine the pressure on 
board members was terrific dur- 
{ing the days between the plan- 
ning commission hearings and the 
appeals to the supervisors. Inter- 
ested groups were working every 
angle possible to win their point. 
Did they win? It all depends on 
which side you took. 

The large property owners in 
Woodside lost their fight as the 
supervisors agreed to the plan- 
ning commission recommenda- 
tion and called for an election 
on Oct. 20 for almost the orig- 
inal boundaries. They did omit 
a few areas, mostly owned by. 
Stanford. 

Now come the campaigns 
leading up to the election, which 
has already split neighbor 
against neighbor and _ section 
against section. Predictions are, 
however, that the valley will be- 
come the county’s 13th city, 

With only three members of the 
board of supervisors present and 
voting, it was decided to over- 
ride the two planning commission 
}recommendations on the Coast- 
| side. There will be no hog ranch 
in San Gregorio Valley and Half 
Moon Bay will get its new shop- 
ping center. 

Board Chairman Thomas J. Cal- 
lan, whose son owns a part of 
Consolidated Farms, would not 
enter the discussions on the hog 
ranch, nor did he vote. He turned 
the meeting over to Supervisor 
| William Werder and left the room. 

As with decisions of this kind, 
only time can tell the wisdom of 
the supervisors’ actions. Banning 
of the hog farm probably means 
|the end of this industry in this 
}county as new subdivisions push 
|down the Peninsula through the 
last remaining areas where hogs 
once roamed. 

Probably it is just as well. Who 
wants a smelly hog farm near his 
home? 

May be we can do without hog 
raising, but we do not relish the 
| fast-approaching fact that the im- 
|portant flower-growing industry 
may be forced into extinction by 
the same spreading subdivisions. 
Millions of dollars each year pour 
into the county from our flower 
|lands despite the fact some have 
| been abandoned for new homes. 
This is particularly true in the

climatic conditions that best suit 
the fuchsia — humidity, partial 
shade, moisture and a great deal 
of food. 

But recent hybridizing has de- 
veloped varieties that will thrive 
even in the hot, dry climates of 
the California interior valleys, if 
properly shaded. 

No matter where you garden 
—hot valleys or the ideal coastal 
fog belt—the fuchsia should be 
grown in shade. If the climate of 
your locale is dry, you can easily 
create the damp growing condi- 
tions that the fuchsia likes. 

Container cultivation is excel- 
lent for fuchsias; they can be hung 
in shady places on your porch, la- 
nai, patio or terrace. Upright vari- 

eties are readily grown in tubs on 
the patio floor. 

The first step in growing fuch- 
sias in containers is to select the 
trailing varieties which, of course, 
are best suited for hanging bas- 
kets, portable planter boxes and 
tubs. 

The list of trailing varieties is a 
long one, but some of the out- 
standing names are Anna, magen- 
ta and carmine with free-flowering, 
huge double blooms; Marinka with 
bright red, profuse single bloom’ 
and Aurora Superba in orange. 
WESTERN 

New western fuchsias for 1956 
include several trailing varieties: 
Conspicuous, light and dark rose 
shades; Summer Snow, all white; 
Mayflower, light and dark pink: 
and Monstera, magenta and crim- 
son. 

When you've selected the varie- 
ties you want to try in hanging 
containers, the next step is to 
choose the right container—whe- 
ther it be wire and moss baskets, 
redwood boxes or ceramic pots. 
The boxes or pots are more popu- 
lar now, and justifiably so, for the 
boxes keep soil cool in warmer 
climates while the pots (unglazed 
clay ones) provide excellent drain- 
age. 

Into the container put at least 
one-third leaf mold, about one- 
third well-rotted cow manure 
and one-third sandy loam. You 
may mix some peat moss into 
this combination if you are sure 
you can keep your fuchsias wa- 
tered properly. Peat moss, how- 
ever, must be kept moist con- 
stantly for once dry it’s almost 
impossible to moisten again. 

Scatter in some bonemeal if you 
like ;it won’t act on the plant for 
some time, and will give an added 
lift when the plant blossoms. 

Plants in containers must be 
taken out every other year and the 
roots cut back. At the beginning 
of the growing season in alternate 
years, scrape off the top inch of 
earth and fine roots and replace 
with the recommended soil mix 
ture. 

Container-grown fuchsias must 
be watered and fertilized more of
